While Searching for a Friend. 


Sunday afternoon at about 4 o'clock

She screamed 
and threw the stick at the man, It fell 
abort, striking at bis feet, but ha didn't 
move a peg, Charley Hughes waa asleep 
n another room. The ories of his mo1 her 
wakened him, and he grappled with the 
ntruder, finally compelling him 10 go 
lown stairs and out of the house. Web- 
ble offered no determined resistance, but 
:ept talking about money and alluding 
o a party of three men who were trying 
o rob him. Subsequently it was learned 
hat Webble, on entering the npper 
ooms, had put a belt containing $500 in 
iash into a water pitcher and had after- 
wards taken off one of his shoes, which 
le left in the room, intending no doubt 
o put the money in the shoe, After he 
was taken out of the house, Webble forc- 
ed Charley to take his pocket-book, con- 
aining 817 85, and keep it for him. The 
amily was considerably stirred up over 
he experience, and while Lou Henkle 
,nd several other men watohed Wubble, 
Charley Hughes went up 
town to 


bring his father 
home in B hurry, 


ilr. Hughea was very excited when he 
eaohed Webble nnd at once took hold of 
im, telling him to come along up town 
Webble resisted. By threatening to out 
113 liver ont Mr. Hughes got 
the 


rank to move ulong quietly, and he waa 
given over to Marshal Mason who put 
lim ia jail. 


It is learned that Webble came to 


Jecatur on Saturday night but on Sun- 
lay his mind went wrong, He had gone 
o the depot Sunday afternoon with the' 
ntention of going home. He bought a 
ioket for St. Louis, when the notion 
ttruek him that a party of men were fol- 
owlng him for the purpose of robbing 
lim, He didn't get on the 3:30 train, but 
started up town. At B. N. Hughson's 
store he entered and had the clerk to 
count his money. He wanted Hnghson 
o put the money in the safe and keep it 
tor him, and the clerk was in the act ot 
ratting it away when a man entered and 
xiught a little book. 
Webble turned 


iround and saw the man, whereupon he 
nastily picked np his money and said: 
There is one of the men who are trying to 
rnb me," and then he left the store going 
westward. It is learned that Webble 
rang the bell at several houses along El- 
dorado street, asking each one who came 
to the door to help him and tnke care of 
bis money, but of course enoh thought he 
was a crank and shut the door in his face. 
He wandered about until he came to 
John D. Heckle's plnco where he fright- 
ened Miss Annie by asking her as she 
understood him to give him $500. The 
door flew shut instantly, when the crank 
left and went into the Hughes residence 
in the next lot east, and had the experi- 
ence already desoribed. 


Webble has been working several years 


in St. Louis. His relatives reside at 
Pittsfield in Pike county. They have 
been telegraphed to come and take charge 
of him. This moraine Dr. Sibley, in 
company with Sheriff Foster and Marshal 
Mason, visited Webble at the jail. He 
was found more quiet than he was last 
night. It is the Doctor's opinion that 
Webble has been ill and that he will 
soon recover from his mental derange- 
ment.

Tbe casket was marked at the foot in 
silver letters, "J, H. M." bat there were 
no handles or other ornaments. This 
mfirning Undertaker Bullnrd placed han- 
dles on the casket and a silver plate en- 
graved as follows on the top: 


"Gnu. J. H. Moons, 


DIED 


July 11 tb, 1883." 


The casket is a new one, the oae in 


which the deceased was interred over two 
years ago having been cast aside. The 
remains are in a metallic receptacle in 
side tbe cushat. The receptacle was not 
opened.

serying as chaplain for the order. The. 
the Grand Army Post squad fired u mill 
tary salute over the grave of their lament 
ed comrade, who was president of th 
Macon County Veteran Association and o 
the first grnnd urmy post ever organizer 
No. 1, of DEcntur. 


Thus were the last respects of the liv 


ing paid to the illustrious dead. He wa 
a good citizsD, a noble-hearted, patrioli 
man, a kind father and devoted husbani' 
and Dt tht) risk of his life he went fort!

Chat About New Buildings-Removal of 


OM Land Murka. 


It was rumored on the street* to-day 


that Mr. Orlando Powers, who is one ot 
Decatnr's largest property cwnere, would 
soon commence the erection of a large 
three-story business building on the cor- 
ner of North Water and Prairie street*, • 
lot having a frontage on Water street ot 
fifty-two feet and running back to the 
Universalist church. A few inquires sat- 
isfied the reporter that there is DO immo 
diste prospect ot tbe improvement that 
has been anticipated for many yearp, cer- 
tainly not before next fall. Mr. Fowen 
has frequently been solicited by Decatur 
parties to put up the building, and a firm 
from New York, wishing to open a dry 
goods store at the corner, offered to lease 
the entire building, it erected to suit 
them. But Mr. Powers is not yet quite 
ready to wipe out tbe old structures aud 
put up B brick. 
When the corner is 


built up it will have two store fronts on 
Water street and two on Prairie street, 
and the upper stories will be largely giv- 
en up to offices and sleeping apartments;

south of the court house, nearly half a 
block, where has stood for nearly half • 
century the old clapboard office and stable 
used in the early days as a residence and 
church. The buildings and sheds are to 
be torn down and the ground left vacant 
nntil enoh time as Mr. Powers may deem 
it profitable to build up that space. The- 
ron Powers will remove his ten head ot 
thoroughbred horses to tho Samuel Pow- 
ers residence the latter part of the week. 
That corner would be an excellent site 
for a new court house or a hotel.

Every strike that occurs les- 
sens the purchasing power ol the strikers, and 
every monopolist who fattens at tho expense 
ot Ihe working clnpflos takes '-ilq gains throu&'b 
them dlri'cily irom Iho farmi-rs.

We were not more than 


200 or 300 jards from San Cosme. 
The shots from our little gun drop- 
ped in upon the enemy and created 
great confusion. 
Why they did not 


send out a small party and capture 
us I do not know. We had no in 
fantry or other defenses besides our 
oneguD. 
The effect of this gun 


upon the troops about the gates of 
the city was so marked that General 
Worth saw it from his position. He 
was so pleased that he sent a staff 
officer—Lieutenant Pemberton, later 
Lieu tenant-General commanding the 
defenses of Vicksburg—to bring me 
to him.

Bevenue Commission, 


The revenue commission yester- 


day adopted the resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Thomas on the 9th of 
October. 


It provides that: Every bank, 


banker, broker or person, or corpo- 
ration doing any banking business, 
shall,1 between the first and tenth 
days of January, Apri), July and 
October in each year, except July, 
1887, muke a return in writing to 
the county assessor of the county in 
which the business of such bank, 
banker, broker or person or corpora- 
tion has his, or its place of business, 
showing the amounts of his or ita 
deposits at the close of each busi- 
ness day of the three next preceding 
calendar months; 
and thereupon 


the county assessor shall ascertain 
the average amount of such depos- 
its, by dividing their aggregate sum 
by the number of business days in 
the period coverod by the return, 
and shall, within five days after 
such return is received, certify said 
average amount in writing to the 
collector. 
The certified amount is | 


to be taxed one-sixth'of 1 per cent., 
and to be collected from the bank by 
the county'Collector; and it is made 
the collector's duty to divide and 
apportion the amount so collected 
aiuong the school districts of bis 
county on a basis supposed to be 
fair and equitable

People who travel in Klirois will 


interested in knowing that the Board o 
Kailroad f»d Warehouse Oommifleioner 
has ordered that the rule governing pas- 
senger fares on roads in tbia stdte be 
amended BE follows: 


"Tho passenger rate on each of paid road 
shall not ba to exceed 3 cents per mile for thi. 
trunsportaiion of aoy person -with ordinary 
baggage, not exceeding 150 pounds in weigrhi 
provided said railroad shall not charge, eollec 
or receive more than one-half the above rate 
for the transportation of children between the 
nues of 5 and 13 years, and provided, alao, i 
charge of 10 cents may be added to the fare o 
acy passenger when the same is paid upon the 
cars. If a ticket ralphi have been procured 
within a reasonable time before the departure 
of the train. No road will be required to carry 
a passenger for less than 5 cents and the fare 
shall be 3 cents per mile for anv distance of 
three or more miles. In computing fares toe 
distance shall be multiplied by the rate, anc 
when the fraction of 1 cent is one-half or ove 
it shall bo reckoned as 1 cent and for a frRO 
tion of loss than y, cent the same shall not be 
computed.

More Lives tost by Self-Slauehtsr 


.- by Any Other Stogie Cause. 


Disastrous as the present year prom- 


ises to be to human life, it is questiona- 
ble whether its record will not event- 
ually show that more lives have been, 
lost by suicide than by any other single 
cause, so far at least as this country ia 
concerned. Human life is not only held 
cheap by the lower and more brutal 
elements of society, but the regard, for 
it seems to have lowered so rapidly that 
self-murder is now perpetrated upon 
the slightest provocation, and for rea- 
Bons which sometimes are absurd and 
often grotesque. 
It is never possible to

Falmoulh, Ky., without any apparent 
reason, barred the do ON and windows, 
set her house alive, an 1 was burned to 
death, while another very old woman in 
New York, in a fit of passion with one 
of her neighbors, poured kerosene ovei 
her bed, touched it otl with a match and 
thru deliberately threw herself into the 
burning clotliora. What sadder case can 
bo found than that of George W. Tripp, 
of Freeport, N. Y., an old man of sev- 
enty-nine, who, when he was told that 
his wife, with whom he had lived hap- 
pily over fifty years, could not live, went 
out and hanged himself in the burn, leav- 
ingbehind him only these words: "Mother 
will die and leave me alone. I can not 
bear it."

The recent sad suicide of a 
young lady at Rockford, III., by drown- 
ing has been fo'lowed by several other 
cases of a similar character, two o:

Bedient, the daughter of a farmer ai 
Hornby, N. Y., who killed herself at 
the Grand Union Hotel, New York.

is stated by the New York World tha 
her suicide has served to disclose the 
startling fact that at the'present lion 
there are ten young girls missing within 
a radius of a, few miles from that city 
The general cause which lies behim 
these suicides is surely worthy of stud 
bv the social philosophers, for the dh 
ease appears to be gi owing epidemic ii 
its character. It is certainly wort] 
while to consider what arguments can 
be used to prevent a man under the in 
lliience of extreme melancholy fron 
taking his life. It the instinct of self 
preservation is the strongest implants 
in our nature it would be equally wul 
to eon-idor why it is that scores of b,iy 
and girls, to whom life is specially dear 
kill themselves for the most trivial re a 
sous. 
It is becoming a very sinisle 


phase of modern society, and one whiel 
is not considered enough. It would b 
well to know whether the race is decliu 
ing morally a? well as physically, ant 
if so what Yi'mcdit'i call be applied t 
strengthen the-e weaker specimens

and brutally murdered. Mr. Sharples.s

' neer oi one ol the most prominent Penn 
sylvania iamilles.

The Sharpless family live quietly upon 


a farm of sixty-five acres, two miles from 
Chester, in Nether, Providence Town- 
ship. John Sharpless had been a farmei 
all his life, and was a wealthy Qnakei 
leader. When the Sharplcss family, in 
1882, celebrated the bicentennial of the 
arrival in this country of their first Amer- 
ican ancestor, John Sharpiess, the Ches- 
ter farmer, presided over their festivities 
and congratulatory meeting. The farm- 
house is about two hundred yards from 
the road.

By 
this time Miss Pratt and Mr. Meekle had 
reached the stable, and found at the door 
the old fanner's umbrella.

in. 
On the hard floor just under the hook 


on which hung the rope needed for the 
carriage repairs, lay John Sharpiees, dy- 
ing, but still calm and peaceful looking. 
Two cruel wounds on the back of his 
head showed that he had been struck 
once with a sharp and once with a blunt 
Instrument. There was a cnt about an 
inch and a hall long on the back of his 
head and on the felt hat was something 
like iron rust that might have come off a 
hatchet. The head lay within a few inches 
of the horses' feet. The body was car- 
ried to the house and the police notified, 


At ten o'clock there was a glare in the 


sky and the barn of John Lindsley, a 
neighbor, was blax.ing furiously. All" of 
the few residents of the vicinity ran to- 
ward the fire. It is supposed that the 
murderer started it in order to distract 
attention from pursuit of himself.
